(b) A psychological review and assessment indicated an 
Axis I diagnosis of Exhibitionism and an Axis II diagnosis of 
Antisocial Personality Disorder; 

(c) A review and assessment of him using an actuarial 
risk assessment instrument (Static-99R) was conducted. This 
result, in addition to his current and prior offense 
conduct, intimacy deficits, sexual preoccupation, poor
